EARTHWEEK: A DIARY OF THE PLANET 


Gold Mountain 


Colombian officials fear 
that gold-hungry prospec- 
tors may rush to a volcano 


in the south of the country following 
an announcement by a U.S. scien- 
tist that the mountain is spewing 
forth a pound of gold each day. 
Research by Fraser Goff of the Los 
Alamos National Laboratory in New 
Mexico indicates that about 45 
pounds of the precious volcanic 
debris from Galeras collect in sur- 
roundingrock each year. Colombian 
experts claim the volcano releases 
far less gold, and in fragments so 
small that they are of no commercial 
value. Still, a safety zone estab- 
lished following an eruption in Jan- 
uary will be guarded to keep poten- 
tial prospectors far away from the 
mountain's elusive bounty. 


Tropical Storms 


An unnamed _ tropical 
cyclone slammed _ into 
southern India, where at 


least 89 people died in rising flood- 
waters across the states of Andhra 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu. Powerful 
winds from the storm toppled elec- 
tricity pylons and telephone poles 
around the city of Madras. 


Typhoons Verne, Wilda, and 
Zelda formed near the Mariana 
Islands in the tropical Pacific Ocean, 
then lost force as they passed over 
colder waters southeast of Japan. 


Gustnado 


Severe thunderstorms 
ea rolling over Maryland 

spawned a small tornado 
that tore the roofs off of hundreds of 
row houses and small businesses in 
Baltimore, but caused no significant 
injuries. 

Weather experts say the rare 
twister was formed by a “gust front” 
generated from high winds flowing 
out of a nearby thunderstorm. This 
type of phenomena is also referred 
to as a “gustnado.” 


Floods 


Hundreds of people diedas 
ic a result of the worst rain- 

storms to strike Egypt in 60 
years. Many of the victims perished 
in a conflagration caused when a 
huge fuel spill, possibly ignited by 
lightning, swept like napalm through 
a village about 200 miles south of 
Cairo.

northern Italy. Cloudbursts and 
resulting flash floods claimed the 
lives of at least 80 people and 
caused an estimated $6 billion in 
damage. Fierce Mediterranean 
storms raking parts of Morocco, 
France and Spain, also killed 23 
people. 

In addition to the large loss of life 
and staggering amount of economic 
damage, the Italian floods also dev- 
astated the country’s renowned 
white truffle crop. The world’s 
gourmets are likely to pay a much 
dearer price for the pungent fungi 
during the next year.
